This ehurch is too well known
to need an¥ introduction, or to be de-
geribed at length in this article. The
Luatheran church has conquered Earope;
it has picked her up from amongst the
shadows of the dark agea; and has lift-
ed her to her pregent stan of civiliza-
tion. Those great and rid-renowned
universities of Germany are in the lead
of all othere, simply because they are
nourished by the spintof troe Lutheran-
jsm. The change from despotism to
constitutional forms of government in
many parts of Europe iz a logical out-
come of the great Lutheran reformation.
The great Episcopal Charch of England
has imbibed much of truoe Lutheranism,
and, according to her scholarly Bishop
Whitticgham of Maryland, her 39 ar-
ticles are based almost entireiy on the
Augebarg Confession of the Lutheran
chorch. And the translation of King
James' version of the Bible, together
with the beautiful ritual of the Epieco-
pal choreh, are being traced back to Ger-
man, snd therefore, to Latheran, soil by
her best echolars.

Also, the Calvinistic branch of Protes-
tantism owes her whole life to Luother-
anism. Itis true there is also much in
Calvinism that is far from being Luoth-
eran.

| We can point to many other great and
illostrious men 1n the Lutheran chareh,
namely, to snch a8 M. Kemnitz, J. Ger-
hard, P. Melachton, P. Quinsted, M.
Nolatz, R. Spehuer, and many others
who tower high above other great figures
in charch history, and whom we consid-
er to be very good authority because
they are in such close harmony with sll
parts of spiritaal trath.

Bot why not develop truth fartherand
rige above Luther and his position
these latter generations of common en-
lightenment? Because we are not able
to doso. Ouor best scholare try hsard
enough, and they write many books,too;
bat they fail to get up there, and we are
not the only ones who fail. The leading
echolare of other branches of the Chris-
tian church seem to suffer with the
same calamity. We also fail to rise
above Socrates, Aristotle and Homer, in
a certain way, and yet they are all infer.
ior to Luther.

Dollinger, & Catholie professzor at Mu-
pich eays: “‘Lother is the grandest man
of the people, the most popular charac-
ter tha* Germany could ever claim.
The Protestant doctrine was developed
in the spirit of this German, the great-
est German of his age.”” In the pres-
ence of the superiority and creative en- |
ergy of this genios the riging and enter-
prisiug part of the nation bowed down
| in much reverence and in full confidence.
’ Recognizing in him this union between
force and guiding epirit, they acknowl-
edged him as their master; they lived
upon his thoughts; and for them he was
the hero in whom the nation itsell was
embodied, with all its particolsr traits.

America. She is the author of religions
and political liberty. Thie two-fold lib-
erty is one of the mighty pillars on which
the Lutheran church rests, Sheis strict-
ly Repablican in her government and
she can realize ber principles to their
full extent only in a republic. Free
America is far better adapted to the
principles and life of the true Lotheran-
fem than Earope. And the Latheran
church is hard at work in our grand re-
public today realizing her great privi-
leges here, and fulfilling her still greater
duties toward ounr people.

In many of our largest cities in the
East the Latheran church hae a larger
following than any other denomination.
And in several of the largest cities it has
a larger following thanall other denom-
inations taken together. 8She has in-
creased twice as fast as the ratio of in-
crease of population in the United States
in the last 20 vears. She is risng and
developing as a mighty giant in the fer
East. She is developiog to a still might-
ier and more profound power for good in
the great mumddle states. She is also
making rapid progress in the South, and
her westward tide is irresistible., It has
not croseed the Rocky monntains in its
full force as yet, but it will reach us in
the near fature.

In Ca'ifornia we have a well organized
synod and a large nnmber of ministers
all workiog with good success.

In Oregon and Washington the Loth-
eran charch is practically unknown yet,
although we have established upwards
of a dozen congregations in Oregon and
about three dozen in Washington in the
last few years. But we will not remain
unknown here much ionger.

Ten Lutheran ministers, gradostes of
some of the best schools in the East, are
on their way to Oregon now for the puar-
pose of making this state their home,
and to establish ten Lutheran parishes
in Western Oregon.

At some futore day, when the Luther-
an church will also be mighty in this
state, then 1t will be a credit to The
Dalles that she was one of the first cit-

ies of the state to establish a Lutheran
chuorch.

FAID THE PENALTY.

Alins Frank Butler,
Hanged.

Sypsey, N. 8, W., July, 186 —John
Newman, alisa Frank Botler, convicted
of the nuorder of Captain Lee Weller, in
the Blue mountain district, in 1898, was
hanged here yesterday. He broke down
at last, the remarkable stoicism which
he had exhibited since his arrest in San
Francisco last February giviog way, and
he confessed his guilt of thisas well as
other shocking erimes.

He admitted that higright name was
John Newman, and that he was born of
good family in Staffordshire, Eongland,
in 1868. He professed the profoundest
penitence for bis misdeeds and at the
laet moment willingly received the re-
ligrous conszolation usunally offered the
condemned.

The execation was effected without in-
cident. Few spectators were admitted,
thnee present being principally officers
of the court and attendante directly con-
cerned in carryving out the law’e decree.
The case is one that hes excited intense
interest thronghont the colonies, and
great satisiaction is expressed iu the
thorough work performed by the detee-
tives in securing evidence leading not
only to the capture of Newman, but his
gpeedy conviction and execution.

It isof the first crop, the
finest tea of the year,and to forestal] the
tariff, the importere took all they could
get.

When the tariff was abandoned 1t left
s second crop and every other inferior
grade of tea to come in, and consequent-
ly there is & large stock of high grade
tea to be sold at a sacrifice.

THE CONFEREES AGREE

All the Tariff Differences
Have Been Settled.

DEMOCRATS TO SEE BILL MONDAY

A Xew Bugar Scheduie—Senator Aldrich
Ciaims It Is Not & Complete
Sarrender.

Wasaixerox, July.—When the Re-
publican conferees on the tariff ad-
journed at 6 p. m. today, the annonnce-
ment was made, on behalf of each bouse,
that they bad agreed on all the items of
the bill, and that the result of the parti-
ean conference would be snbmitted to
the Democratic members of the confer-
ence at a foll meeting to be held Mon-
day.

The announcement had been made in-
formally to the Democratic members of
the conference at noon, and had formed
the subject of general specnlation about
the senate daring the sfternoon. It ap-
peared, aiter the informal statement was
made, that thers wgs still moeh to be
done in the way of potting the bill in
shape, and the conferees epent six hours
in close application to the work in hand.
They were, for the ‘most part, merely
running over the bill, but there were
still rates to be agreed upon which had
heen passed over until the sngar sched-
ole should be finally disposed of. The
revigion wus not even completed during
the afternoon session, and some of the
members returned to renew the work to-
night.

“We cannot,”” said Senator Allison,
“gay just what the attendance of Demo-
crats on Mopday will be, for there is
gtiil muoch to be done to get the bill in
readiness for them.”

It is understood that some of the
members will work tomorrow for the ac-
complishment of this parpoee, and it ia
hoped to have the bill printed and pre-
pared for the inspection of the Demo-
crats by 10 o'clock Monday. The Re-
publicans still further hope to secure
the aseent of the Democratic members
in reporting the bill at one session, and
they hope to be able to present it to con-
gress at the beginning of the session
Monday.

All such changes as these ara aceepted
without question by the house conferees.
They also accepted in most cases all
these alterations made by the senate in
orider to secore the passage of the bill
ir that body. Senator Jones of Nevada,
holding, as he did, the practical balance
of power, both in the senate and in
the conference, was enoabled to secure
many concessions for Western interests
in the senate, and these he held for with-
out exception in the conference. He
even socceeded in securing & degree of
protection for beet-sngar greater than
wa® given either in the eenate or house
bill.

The bill, as agreed upon, will, when
made pnbhe, preeent an entirelv new
sngar echedule, at least, in the main
item of the doty on raw and refined
sugar, the the fourth presented since the
bill emerged from the recesses of the
ways and means committee.

When the announcement of an agree-
ment was made, the indicalions were
that the senate had surrendered every-
thing in the sogar schedule in the house.

No one in possession of ail the facts
could see how it could be otherwise,
when it was konown that the houose differ-
ential of one-eight of & cent had been ac-
cepted, and the senate provision for
throwing off one-tenth of a cent on low-
grade sugars receded from.

“Yon will discover,”” said Senator

Aldrich, in disenssing the matter among
hig colleagues, “‘that the senate saves

something after all, and that it is not =
com plete surrender on our part:”

The wording of the sugar paragraph
was as follows, and it shows that he was
right:

““Sogars, not above the number 18,
Dateh standard in color, tank bottoms,
syraps of cane joice, melada, concen-
trated meladag concrete and concen-
trated molasses, testing by the polari-
scope not above 75 degrees, 95-100 of 1
cent per pound, and for every addition-
al degree shown by the polariscope, 3¢
hundredthe of 1 cent per pound addi-
tional and fractions of & degree in pro-
portion; and on sugars sbove No. 16
Duteh standard, in color, and on all
sugars which bhave gone throuogh & pro-
cese of refining, 135-cent per pound ad-
ditional.”

IN WEST VIRGINIA.

Indications Are that the Miners Will
Joln the Strike.

Prrrsevra, July 17, —District mining
officials heve come to & realization of
the gravity of the coal miners’ strike
situation, as far as the shipments of coal
from the district just east of Pittsburg
and Clearfield and Cambria coal districts
are concerned. They have come to =
realization of the inct that the coal from
thase centers is playing havoe with the
catting off of supplies for the Pitteburg
trade, thue militating against the suc-
ceas of the strike.

An important meeting of the execu-
tive board and the district officials was
held thie afternoon, QCameron Miller,
the nalional organizer, was present, and
the gituation was disenssed in detail. It
is now proposed to send organizers into
the districts, and. induce the men to
come ont in sympathy, It i= pot ex-
pected to bring every miner in Lhese
sections out. Mines that furnish coal for
the seabord will not be molested. Tt is
proposed to hold n number of mass meet-
ings doring the next week,

An important message from West Vir-
ginia was received at miners' headquar-
ters today. It came from s etate official
and states that the sitnation has onder-
gone a change, with indications strongly
in favor of the miners coming ont. The
miners’ officials believe that the West
Virginia winers will be out Monday
morning, One prominent operator was
heard to gay that if the West Virginia
men came out there would be great dan-
ger of a coal inmine,

The ranks of the miners are holding
firm, with no sign of a break at any
point. A very large number of meetings
will be held tomorrow to give encourage-
ment to the men.

Arbitration Commissicner Schmidt,
who is the only one of the commission
in the eity tonight, received a telegram
from Commissioner of Labor Barton, of
West Virginia, announcing that the sit-
uation in that state was entirely changed
and that he expected the miners to
strike.

Situation at Falrmount.

Famrsouvxt, W. Va., July 17.—The
failore of Eogene Debs to reach here at
noon caused wuch disappointment
among the miners, but may hayve pre-
vented trouble, as it is eaid the opera-
tors intended to have him arrested.

This aflterncon’s meeting was ad-
dressed by W. D. Mabon, of Detreit,
president of the National Association of
Street Railway Employes.

A secret meeting has been arranged at
Willow Tree mines for tomoarrow. A
motion will be made not to go to work
on Mondeay, and it Is expected to carry.

Thirteen organizers are said to have
got into the Mononsgh mines nnder the
guoice of applying for work. Three car-
loade of men came in Lthie mornining,
and much excitement prevails.

Over Two Hundred Men at
Monaugh, W. Va,, Go Out.

DEBS ARRIVES AT FAIRMOUNT

He Addressed a Large Mass Meeting

Faiemouvst, W. Va., July,19.—Asa re-
sult of yesterday’s mestiog at Willow
Tree Grove, near Monaogh, 225 miners
refueed to work thismorning. Thedriv-
ers, being in sympathy with the miners,
refused to haaol, and consequently the
rest of the miners who had gone to work
were compelled to come out., About 60
miners at Pritchard, after hearing the
news from Monaogh, came out and the
rest will follow.

The Hutchinson, Luther & Palatin
miners were the next to come, and all
the men with the exception of those at
the Hite & Shaft mine will soon be out.

New Yorg, July 19.—A special to the
Herald from Washington savs:

With a view to making available for
immediate service as many of the shipe
of the navy as poesible, Secretary Tong
is Lonsidering the advisability of placing
the monitor Miantonomoh in the re-
serve.

The Misntonomoh was laid up in or-
dinary at Leagune ieland in 1895, and
sinee that time bat little attention has
besn paid to the ehip except to make re-
pairs from time totime. Secretary Long
now intends to have the vessel put in
thorongh condition so that she can be
ordered into reserve with the Columbia
and Minneapolis. This means that a
“short erew" with a full sapply of stores
and conl will be kept on board and' that
she can be made ready for sea service
within five daye if the necessity arises.
